WILD DUCK SITUATION 
IS SERIOUS SAYS. REPORT 


A pronounced deterioration in; 
the wild duck situation in.Canada! 
is revealed in a statement issued | 
at Ottawa by Hon. J. Allision Glen, 
Minister of Mines and Resources. 
The duck population has been fal- 
ling off for a number of years be- 
cause of surface water conditions 
on the far-flung mid-continental | 
breeding grounds and of a large} 
increase in duck hunting activity} 
following the end of the war.. : 

Reports from Dominion Wildlife | 
Officers across Canada have shown 
that the duck migration in the 
autumn of 1946 was much.smaller 
than in 1945. Indiciating the grav- | 
ity of the situation, it was esti-| 
mated that in an area of at least| 
35,000,000 acres in southwestern | 
Saskatchewan nesting 


conditions | 
continued to be poor for water- | 
fowl of all kinds owing to lack 
of surface water. In southern Al- 
berta a similar condition existed | 
in a minimum of 25,000,000 acres. | 
The duck situation in Manitoba! 
was also reported to be critical. | 

Two.abnorma!ly co'd seasons in! 
the north have reduced the breed-! 


ing of many kinds of geese, and) 
autumn flocks of honkers, waveys, | 
and snow geese contained very'| 
few young birds. | 

Hon. Mr. Glen stated that con-| 
certed action by government agen-| 
cies, private enterprise, and indi- | 
vidual hunters will be necessary | 
to prevent further losses to the 
country’s waterfowl resources. 

A continent-wide waterfowl in- 
ventory being carried on jointly 
by the federal wildlife authorities 
in Canada and the United States 
is now nearing completion, it was 
pointed ‘out, and information ob- 
tained from the survey will deter- 
mine what measures it will be 
necessary to take to protect the re- 
maining ducks from further ser- 
ious depletion, 3 h

and Game Protective Association 
and all other associations of its 
kind in Alberta.
